that is commonly shown in zoological gardens, or trained and exhibited in 
circuses. The form that visitors to San Francisco are interested in watching 
on the famous “Seal Rocks” near the Golden Gate is the larger Steller Sea 
Lion (Eumetopias jubata). 

Fishermen almost unanimously claim that sea lions are very destructive to 
the commercial fisheries; but investigations made by Professor L. L, Dyche 
in 1899, and Messrs. Cloudsley Rutter, E. C. Starks and Robert Snodgrass in 
igo1, under the auspices of the California Academy of Sciences, the United 
States Fish Commission, and the California Division of Fish and Game, failed 
to sustain this belief. Sea lions feed extensively on squid, and the amount of 
fish consumed is relatively unimportant. There is also evidence that sea lions 
feed on enemies of fish, such as lampreys. Wisely the sea lions are protected 
by state law. ve
